You Are Being Drafted. 
Palm Springs faces a real test next week and for 
the three weeks after that. Uncle Sam has asked 
the Village to buy $346,000 in war bonds between 
June 12 and July 8. The money thus loaned him 
will be expended to speed the end that began this 
week. 
Ordinarily, this would be a mere practice work­ 
out for the Village. In the Fourth War Loan, 


Uncle Sam asked Palm Springs for $400,000—and 
got $1,200,000. 
But that was at the height of the season. The 
Village was full up. The schools were under way 
and the desert was full of troops and equipment 
with which to arouse enthusiasm and to show the 
people where their money was going. 
But this is June. The Village is on the brink of 
summer. Schools are closed. The desert training 
area lias accomplished its task and the soldiers and 
equipment which aroused so much patriotism that 
previous war loans were quickly oversubscribed, 
are gone. Scores of citizens who aided so willing­ 
ly with their time and money are no longer here. 


It is up to those who are left, said Chairman 
Holland. 
“The boys on the beach-heads in France aren’t 
letting us down. We can’t—and won’t—let them 
down. We’ll establish our own beach-heads before 
the local agencies handling this bond issue and 
we’ll put it over—put it over for the boys who are 
over there.” 
And to do this—every Villager, every man, wo­ 
man and youngsters here is being drafted as a 
committee of one to sell himself a war bond. In 
that way, Palm Springs which never yet has failed, 
will not fail now, Mr. Holland-concluded.

Platoon Sergeant Earl B. Pinck­ 
ard, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ryland 
S. Pinckard of 563 Calle de Rolph, 
was awarded the Purple Heart at 
ceremonies at a Pacific Marine 
base, according to word from the 
San Francisco United States 
Marine Base headquarters.

Inclusion w ithin the re ­ 
quired course of history of such 
objectives as orientation, voca­ 
tional and educational counsel­ 
ling, and guidance has distracted 
th e student from the vital ob­ 
jectives which continue to be the 
prim ary reason for the course in 
U. S. History, according to 
the 
report of the Institute.

OUTLINE RATIONS 


Here is a list of the foe-’ your 
boy is getting: 
A Rations are the freshest and 
best 
feeds 
obtainable, 
meats, 
fruits and vegetables. These are 
served to soldiers in the posts, 
camps and stations here in A m er­ 
ica. 
B R ations are also 
the 
best 
meats, fru its and vegetables, ob­ 
tainable, too. But they are canned 
and are for use of our men over­ 
seas, since it is difficult to tran s­ 
port and to serve fresh food 
in 
battle areas. 
C Rations are com bat rations. 
Light in w eight, and pre-cooked, 
they can be carried in the sol­ 
i dier’s haversack right into 
the 
front line trenches. They can be 
eaten eith er 
cold 
or warmed. 
Packaged in two tins for 
each 
meal, or six for the day, they 
contain m eat and vegetable com­ 
binations, 
biscuits, soluble cof­ 
fee, sugar, lem onade pow der and 
bullion. 
D Rations. An em ergency ration 
that looks and tasfes like a choc­ 
olate bar, 
but w ith sufficient 
nourishm ent for an entire 
day. 
It also contains sugar, oat flour, 
cocoa fat, skim milk and is for­ 
tified w ith Vitam in B l. 
K Rations. Also em ergency ra ­ 
tions, they are prepared for p ara­ 
troopers and ski troops. A m ir­ 
acle of compactness, 
an entire 
day’s food weighs less than two 
pounds. The food is concentrated 
l and may be eaten w ithout being 
cooked. In addition to food, they 
each contain a stick of chewing 
gum and four cigarettes. They are 
packaged in w aterproof cartons. 
The occasion was arranged to 
coincide w ith the sta rt of the 
Fifth W ar Bond drive. The Q uar­ 
term aster Corps is responsible for 
feeding, clothing and equipping 
the entire arm y w ith about 70,000 
¡different items. And it takes W ar 
Bonds to do the job.
